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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claim 21 and newly added claims 27 and 28 raise new matter issue and new issues that require 
further consideration and/or search. The phrase "measuring podocalyxin-like protein (PODXL) expression level in culture under the first 
set of conditions and a second set of conditions" raises new matter issue. The original claim only recite comparing PODXL expression at 
different time point but NOT two different sets of conditions. Those two sets of conditions could differ in their culture medium, 
temperature, time intervals and any other possible parameters of a condition. The cited pages of the specification fail to provide sufficient 
support for the amended claim 17. Further, the conditions of culturing the cells in the presence of a feeder layer or in the presence of a 
matrix and without a feeder layer in new claims 27 and 28 also raise new matter issue. The specification fails to provide sufficient support 
for those conditions. The amended claim 21 and new claims 27 and 28 also raise new 1 1 2 first enablement issue because of the different 
sets of conditions and require further consideration and search. Lastly, the phrase "the first set of conditions comprises culturing the cells 
in the presence of a feeder layer" raises new 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph issue because the term "comprises" is an open language 
and it is unclear what other conditions are intended in the claim.. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendment filed 8-27-07 will NOT be entered 
for the reasons set forth above, therefore, the arguments render moot. The claims remain rejected for the reasons of record.
